Mr. ' Frost, in his siimmaiy of the' 
book, stressed the importance of show- 
ing, your pràepectlTe' employer some 
eyidenoe of your suitability for a posl- 
tlonita his bushiess. ITou should never 
gb 'tp the vital Interview "cold off the 
ttrMt;'' you should be /prepàred to 
prove tp him that you have something 
of value to offer him. '

inst^ce ot^ aiybiing man w}to went to 
the oixiee of a rubbn* mknùfàeturer, 
eartylng under his arm a microsoope 
and 900 slides. He. banked on the 
executive's childish .desire to look 
throtigh the microscope; and he was 
able'to' inpve.by the sUdes .that some 
of 'the ;fàêtory!lt products were faidty. 
He had prepared a remiidy fpr the mis- 
takes in manufacture, and naturally he 
was able tp convince the employer that

THE METHOD OF FREEDOM by Walter Uppmanh. 
ipHIB little book on government, freedom, and the 
solution for our disordered economic world, Is 
made out of !K;.séries of lectures delivered In May, 
1934 at Harvard on the foundation estabitahed ' in 
memory of Edwin Lawrence Godkln, The tMok Itself 
is a statement of the principles by v/hich a nation, 
posseasilig a higiily developed economy, can, aooord- 
ing to Mr. Lippmann, malce freedom secui'e amid the 
disorders of the modern world. The author is desir- 
ous of freedom, and be endeavours to illustrate how 
it may be obtained under conditions of modem 
political economy. ; ,:, „:. • ;;., , , . , 

The first part of the booic is deyot^^tb an ac- 
count of the failure to restore the post-war eoonomy, 
andihe inevitable result Ih bringing on a'' general 
revolutionary condition in the western world. The 
nhiet«entb century - systeni of lalss^-f aire - With its 
automatic system of adjustment through price 
movements has completely broken down In face, of 
our hlghly-oomplex society today. The state as a re- 
sult il now compelled to look uimn the economy as 
a national establishment- for: which it is reipoiuible, 
and not as a nmr^l^^eries ' of separa^tifitamta 
whish it serves,? profwtt^^ 

Hie ohlef economic altefnativbs'îacing the world 
today are what the author terms a Dii'ecteill' Economy 
or Absolute Collectivism and' à 'Coîii^éiisàtèl' Econ- 
omy or Free Collectivism. The fii'st which we see in 
Russia ,to(iay, is at once rejected by Mr. Lippmann, 
as being contrary to^all notions of economic Ind 
political liberty. To him the Russian system is based 
on censorship, espionage, 'tén'ôristli and complete 
regimentation of every plutse' of the' citiaen's ' life, 

■. andris only made possible in an eçonciby of scarcity. 
Rejecting the. discredited d^t^lne of laisaez;^falre, 
tiiie autlwr offers the rother 'alternative-^the "com- 
pensated eoonomy." It prenllses the ' want and Use 
of existing economic institutions and'lissigns to the 
government the task; not of regulation' but of 
compe^^to^|Wiràeyer. the frëe' course of business 

Aiputs^^S^iauffi the government com- 

pensates for it with activity in the opposite direction 
and restores- the national equilibriuin by means oif 

.auph devises as centra| banks, long-range planning, 
tanff rates, intet n àttonâl i fl^ ^ 
a cdmpensatory^wâwalffl^ 
neutnùize, offset and correct the private Judgments 
masses of individuals in our society today. The 
new social principle involved, Hamely the existence 
of both individual and collective initiative, Mr. Lipp- 
mann pall the "method of freedom." 

Nor will such a compensated, economy be im- 
possible under conditions of representative democ- 
racyi The community today ,1s divided lnto;.two ex- 
tremes—a "body of voters who have nothing to love", 
proletarians, and a company of plutocrats who ^- 
ploit the government for power and profit. The se- 
curity of freedom is to abolish these extremes. Since 
a man with property is less likely to be bought by 
the plutocrats than a man without property, prop- 
erty then becomes the foundation of liberty, and' 
everybody should be guaranteed his liberty in the 
"right to work" and they incomeiûMè exist- 
ence; This, will be seç'urèdi^âBin^the by a 
compensatory economy which will strike at these 
roots of political instability. 

Despite the obvious sincerity of Mr. Lippmann, 

•one is inclined to feel that the function of- his com- 
pensated eoonomy in a capitalist ^society .is bound to 
be a very difficult one nor do we' feel that frèédom 
will necessary come with.lt any^more than it d^s 
today. Such a system' o^''lbhg•rahgë'; 'p^^^ and 
the lilcè will inevitably -riin counter to."tîie'i"vestéd 
interests" aricl who knows' lif;;lt be able to; succeed? '

Wlill|? there I have become more 
or less acquniuted with American football and thé type and.. quality of

I have several brothers at home here In Montreal who are hiterested 
in athletics and who follow McGlU athletics: rather closely. They, infonn 
me that American footlxiil players are'etkgerly souight for here àt MoOill 
to the discrimination of Canadian boys. From my obselryatlon of the game 
as played here in.Canada and in the United States X feel that the average 
Canadian player and Canadian team is equal to if not bètter than the 
average American player and American team. In certain departments 
of the game such as blocking, InterferhiK and the forward pass which 
have been America's specialties 'for several years, the American player is 
undoubtedly superior to the Canadian player, but in running, kicking, 
passing, the Canadian player is far, superior to the American. If an Amer- 
ican backfleld player can punt the ball flftjr yards he considers hltauelf a 
candidate for an All-America choice,^ whereas ki' t remeinïièr'ln my own 
college days, if a man couldn't kick: the bell more than fifty yards he was 
ccnsldered rotten. . . .
